Hoover Says Commission 
Will Support Another 
Neutral Organization. 


ORDER BY GERMAN GOVERNOR 


Few Americans Allowed to. Stay 
Would Have Been Vir- 
tual Prisoners. 


CONFINED TO BRUSSELS 


And Brand Whitlock Would Have 
Had No Diplomatic Standing— 
German Step Deplored Here. 


LONDON, Feb. 12.—The American 
Commission for Relief in Belgium has 
officially. notified the German authori- 
ties that the Americans will withdraw 
from participation in the relief work in 
Belgium and Northern France. 

This step was taken in reply to an or- 
der from the German authorities, that 
Americans must withdraw from the 
Provinces of Belgium and Northern 
France, leaving only a few of their rep- 
resentatives, headed by Brand. Whitlock, 
the American Minister to Belgium, in 
Brussels. The action of the commis- 
sion is explained in the following state- 
ment which was given to The Associated |, 
Press today by directors: of eS opmmmai-

“ We were advised Feb. 12 
Wa atrén C. Gregory. ‘from Brussels. that 
Baron von der Lancken (Civil Governor 
of Brussels) had notified him that Amer- 
ican citizens could no Jonger occupy po- 
sitions in connection with the commus- 
sion in the occupied territories of France 
abd Belgium, but that a few Americans, 
among whom are Brand Whitlock, might 
reside in Brussels and éxercise general 
supervision over the work. Mr. Whit- 
lock, however, was to have no diplo- 
matic standing. Further, autompbiles 
and other means of- communication 
would be denied Americans. 

‘“‘Atter earnest consideration with 
Ambassador Page the Directors of the 
cammission in London, acting in accord 
with Herbert C. Hoover, Cnairman of 
the commission, instructed Mr. Gregory 
te inform the German authorities that 
in view of their order that the Amer- 
jcans could no longer, exercise - their 
functions in the occupied territories, 
and that as under these conditions the 
American members of the commission 
could no longer carry out their respon- 
sibilities and understandings to other 
interested Governments and fulfill their 
duties toward the peopies of Belgium 
and Northern France, the Amer.cans 
would officially withdraw from partici- 
pation in the work of relief in the oac- 
cupied districts. j 

““Mr. Gregory was advised to arrange 
for all his men to leave Belgium im-’ 
mediately, except a few who are to 


close the commission’s affairs and take |, 


steps to see that there be no interrup- 
tion in the service pending the reor- 
ganization of the work.”’ 


COMMISSION TO CONTINUE. 


Will Co-operate with Another Neu- 
tral Organization, Hoover Says. 


BOSTON, Feb. 12.—The. American 
Commission for Relief in Belgium will] 
continue its activities toward obtaining 
funds and supplies,, and will support 
and co-operate with another neutral 
relief organization as soon as one is 
formed to administer the work, Herbert | + 
€. Hoover, Chairman of the commis- 


: aion, stated here tonight. 


- After addressing a meeting in the in- 
lerests of the fund, Mr. Hoover learned 
f¥om press dispatches, and subsequently 
from the State Department at Wash- 
ington, of the announcement from Lon- 
don that the American relief workers 
would be withdrawn from Belgium and 
Northern France. He said he thought 
they would go to Holland and set up'a 
temporary headquarters there.

WASHINGTON,. Feb. 12.—In the face 
of the warning conveyed in a press dis- 
patch from Copenhagen tonight that a 
sensation has been caused@ in Berlin by 
the announcement of the departure of 
the American unarmed freighters Or- 
leans and Rochester for Bordeaux, it is 
not understood that the United States 
Government will take any steps to halt 
the voyage of these vessels. Officials 
were unwilling tonight to comment on 
the Copenhagen dispatch.

FIVE MORE SHIPS SUNK, 
FOUR OF THEM BRITISH 


Several Lost on Greek Vessel— 
Berlin Doubts Shelling of 
the Eavestone’s Boats. 


LONDON, Feb. 12.—The destruction of 
shipping by German submarines today 
showed a further falling off from the 
results: obtained in the first three days 
after the German announcement creat- 


ling a new blockade ‘area to take effect 


on Feb. 1. Although Lloyd's Shipping 
Agency announced the sinking of five 
more ships, their ON gc tonnage 
was only 8,361, compar with 44,457 
tons sunk on Feb. 6, 29,997 sunk on Feb.

The feature of 
today's program was the introductien of 


two new votes of credit aggregating 


£550,000,000, ($2, 750,000,000)—one tor £200,- 

000,000 to cover expenses to -March 31, 
the énd of the present financial year, 
afid the other for .£350,000,000 to start 
the next financial year. 

The chief speakers today were Andrew 
Bonar Law, Chancellor of. the Ex- 
chequer, who was charged with the 
dity of introducing the motion: for the 
votes of credit and reviewing. the finan- 
cial position of the nation, and Reginald 
McKenna; who was-called on to sup: 
the .motion as Chancellor .of the 
ehequer of the uith Government. 

‘The sessions of esday, Wednesday, 
and. Thursday will, be veragind. with 
secondary cree legislation. 

In giving the progressive increases in 
the daily expenditure for the five 
periods of the .war, corresponding with 
the five notes of credit, Mr. Bohar Law 
explained that the daily expenditure in 
the last sixty-three days was £5,7 
($28,950,000.) This increase, he said, 


Allies and. Great Britain’s dominions, 
for the dominions were now beginning 
lafgely to finance themselves, but to the

Bonar Law. said the country had 
a difficult road fronting it as a nation, 
and that it might still have greater sac- 
rifices to bear, but that there would-be 
no drawing back. Great Britain would 
be able to stand the financial. strain 
longer than her enemies, and it would 
not be on that account that she would 
be forced to make a disastrous peace. 

The number. of applications and .the 
amount applied for 4 the general public 
for the new loan,: the Chancellor said, 
were larger than ever before. 

He pointed out that the total -votes of 
credit for the current financial year 
would amount to £1,950, He said 
that-was in excess of the estimate of 
Reginald McKenna, Chancellor of ‘the 
Exchequer under the Asquith Govern- 
ment, and that the increase .was: due to 
additional expenditures for munitions 
and advances: to the Allies and do- 
minions. <ne preres expenditure had 
increased by £1,000, daily, ag com- 
pared with the first sixty-three ye of 
the financial year. There also had bee 
an..increase in expenditures ‘for the 
army, but it was proportionate with the 
increase in the number of troops, the

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Feb, 12.—The 
' Santiago, garrison has seized the Gov- 
ernment of the town, arresting the 
Governor, General Manuel Fuentes, and 
| other civilian | officers. who refused to 
join the movement. Major. Rigoberto 
**ernandez has assumed the Governor- 
ship and the city is being patrolled by 
soldiers. No dis®rders of any kind have 
vceurred up to the present. 

The reason given for the action of the 
military is that they learned that Gov- 
| ernment officials were not proceeding 
constitutionaily in the conduct of the 
| contested elections. Other towns in the 
province have joined in the movement. 


Special Cable to Toe NEW; YORK TIMES. 
HAVANA; Feb. 12.—Several clashes 
between Government forces and bands 
of rebels in Santa Ciara Province, in 
which .ten soldiers were killed, were 
among the most important developments 
today of the’ revolt to overthrow the 
4zovernment of President Menocal. 

Many more arrests of aiieged con- 
spirators were made, but apparently 
the trouble is confined solely to Ha- 
vana and Santa Clara Provinces. The 
cutting of telezsraph wires, however, left 
many points isolated, especialiy Cama- 
quey Province, and there niay have been 
occurrences elsewhere. The Mayors of 
the towns of Kodas, Camjuani, Vuei- 
tas, and Santo Domingo are reported to 
have risen in revolt, aided by numbers 
; of men variously estimated. The Mayor 
| and Chief of Police of Rodas were 
among the rebels killed. - 

A typewritten statement given by 
the private sécretary of President Meno- 
-al at -10 o’clock says:

Considerable excitement was mani- 
fested at the Presidential palace through- 
out the day, the street fronting the palace 
be.ng crowued. Many veterans are 
offering their services to the Govern- 
ment. ‘A special. judge, ,appointed. to 
take charge of the rebellion cases, went 
to the Presidential palace today and 
took the evidence of the President. 
For an hour the President related to 
him the development of the seditious 
moveinent as it had been revealed to 
him from various sources, 

Wild reports are current which it is 
impossible to verify, but the movement 
appears widespread among the Liberals 
in the two proyinces as shown by the 
many arrested. Eleven men were ar- 
rested in the town of Salud, Havana 
Province, this morning when they at- 
tempted to assault the barracks to ob- 
tain arms. The Mayor of Arencibia, the 
Mayor of Santiago de las. Vegas, and 
the First and Second Chiefs .of Police 
of the same town were arrested hiding 
in. the outskirts of Havana. Nearly, all 


the arrested men were involved in ‘the; 


August revolution that overthrew the 
Government of the late Mstrada Palma. 
The movement in Santa Clara Prov- 
ince is commanded by Sanchez <del 
Portal, who was the Liberal candidate 
for Governer. Strangely enough, when 
the Cubans were: fighting for their in- 
depéndence Portal commanded a com- 
pany of Spanish guerrillas against them. 
Wild rumors are current that General 
José Miguel Gomez, who escaped from 
Havana on his yacht on the morning 
before the night the storm broxe, has 
landed on the coast of Santa Clara 
province and has assumed charge of the 
movement. But those who know Gomez 
intimately believe this is not true, even 
the Liberal sympathizers fearing he has 
déserted them 
The Liberal newspaper Heraldo de 
Cuba, of which Speaker Ferrara, now in 
New York, is editor, was confiscated 
this afternoon on account of material 
alleged to be seditious. The papers in 
the hands of newsboys were confiscated 
and the newspaper was not allowed to 
publish for the . present. Warrants 
were issued for the manager and sub- 
editors of the paper and.its Secretary, 
Hevia, alleging at the Heraido's of- 
fces are a centre of conspiracy. 
Charges were filed ,in the ors oboe 
Court today, placing the responsibility 
of the rebellion on three Conservatives, 


namely, Cosme de la Torriente, Senator: 


Maza y’Artola, and Generai-Freyre de 
Andrade, until recently Mayor of Ha- 
vana, and the éntire Directorate of the 
Iuiberal Party.

Mr. Lindbergh’s. charges were referred 
w the Judiciary Committee. The com- 
mitte is not expected to take action in 
the closing days ‘of the present session. 
M:. Lindbergh will retire from Congress 
on March 4, but this will not prevent 
the Judiciary Committee of the’ next 
Congress fiem continuing its investiga- 
tion should it be deemed necessary. 

The burden of the Lindbergh charges, 
which cover twenty-three typewritten 
pages, is that the members, of the 


{| Federal Reserve Board have aided cer- 


tain alleged ‘‘ conspirators’’ with the 
intent ‘‘to co-ordinate big business and 
speculation for the benefit of the said 
group of operators and speculators.”’ - 

' According to Mr. Lindbergh, the ‘‘ con- 
spiracy ’’ began in 1906, when the late J.

Incriminating Papers Found in 
Trank of a German Who 
Boarded Sheridan at Manila.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 12.—An in- 
vestigation was begun tonight by Secre 
Service detectives of the activities of 
George. Ki a German, who arrived 
here today on the United States trans- 
port Sheridan from Manila as a stow- 
away. Kieft was taken from the trans- 

rt shortly after the vessel arrived in 
he harbor, and is held in detention. 
Papers which it is. alleged show that 
Kieft is a German spy and disbursing 


smuggled aboard the transport at Ma- 


uniform of a United 
States Army private, Kieft. boarded the 
Sheridan at Manila and mingled with 
the soldiers in the troops quarters. His 
presence was’ not discovered until sev- 
eral days after the vessel left port when, 
the soldiers were ordered to 
muster and it was found that there was 
one too many. Kieft was questioned by 
one of the officers and acknowledged 
that-he had purchased the uniform and 
that he was a German. Kieft told the 
offi¢ers that he was out of funds,and 
wished to get to San Francisco. T 
story. was soon disproved. He was 
searched and $672 was found secreted in 
his clothing.. It was shortly afterward 
that a large steamer trunk and a suit- 
case belonging to Kieft were found hid- 
den in a secluded place. 

The trunk was searched, and, accord- 
ing to one of the army officers who was 
traveling on the Sheridan as a pas- 
senger, papers were found showing that 
Kieft was in the employ of the German 
Government, Receipts for money paid 
to Germans in the Philippines and for

QUOTES LINCOLN ON LAW. 


Dean Stone at Columbia Reads Se- 
lections to His Class. 


Dr. .Harlan F. Stone, dean of thé 
Columbia University. Law School,. ob- 
served Lincoln's Birthday by reading to 


the senior ‘class’ two excerpts’ from the |. 


writings of the martyred Presideat. Both 
contained a significant message for. the 
youthful lawyer. The first was a.letter 
Lincoln wrote dn: Sept. 25, 1860, to J. M. 
Buchanan of Springfield, Ill., in: which 
he said: ’ 


the best method of obtaining a thorough 
knowledge of the law, is received. ~ The 
mode is very simple, though laborious 
and tedious. It is only to get the books 
and to read and study them ‘carefully. 
Begin with Blackstone’s Commentaries, 
und after reading it carefully through, 
say twice, take up Chitty’s Pleadings, 
Greenleaf’s Evidence, and Story’s Equity 
in succession. Work, work, work, is 
the main thing."’ 

The other quotation, from a law lecture

“TI have not had time to study this 
bill. | A hasty perusal of the measure 
has convinced me that it is not entire- 
ly free from politics.. It is with extreme 
reluctance that I make this statement.”’ 
‘The bill, which was drawn after a 
conference between Governor Whitman 
and Mayor Mitchel at “the Hotel St. 
Regis in New York on Saturday morn- 
ing, gives the Police Commissioner of 
New York power, where the Mayor, 
with the approval of the Governor, Cer- 
tifles,that necessity exists, to appoint 
any. number of special policemen neces- 
sary to guard the water supply of the 
city. The special policemen may be 
appointed without prior civil service 
examination.

Carranza Appoints Him Ambassador 
‘to the United States.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — Ignacio 
Bonillas, Secretary of Communications 
in the Mexican’ Government, has been 
appointed Ambassador to the United 
States by General Carranza, in succes- 
sion to former Ambassador-designate 
Eliseo Arredondo.

Sefior Bonillas was a member of the 
Mexican-American Joint ‘Commission 
which sought, but unsuccessfully, to de- 
vise a settlement of the problems be- 
tween the two countries that would be 
satisfactery to both.

The new Ambassador is expected in 
Washington within ten days.

Senator Stone Promises Crusaders 
That Legislators Will Do ‘Their 
Best to Keep America Out.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—A delegation 
of members of the Emergency Peace 
Federation reached here from New York 
this morning, marched to the Capitol, 
ta@and spent several hours in making 
speeches and interviewing Congressmen 
in the interest of a referendum to de- 
cide on the question of going to war. 

The invasion did not get a very en- 
thusiastic. reception, | although not 
through lack of sympathy with its desire 
for peace. Except, as some ef the mem- 
bers of Congress fear, that its appear- 
ance may be exaggerated abroad and its 
significance misinterpreied, they were 


4nclined to smile somewhat over the 


methods employed by the crusaders. No- 
where was there any tendency to receive 


the delegation with anything but cour-: 


tesy, however. 

After spreading through the Capitol 
paper, J and buttonholing members, the 
delegation gathered in the President’s 
room, off the Senate lobby, and held an 
audience with Senator Stone, Chairman 
ofthe Foreign Relations Committee. 
They urged particularly a referendum 
before war should be declared. One of 
the chief arguments they made was that 
President Wilson was re-elected because 
he had kept the Res gt 4 out of war, and 
that Congress should therefore see to it 
that it remained out. One speaker said 
that the women of Europe were beseech- 
ing the United States to keep: out of the 
war because this country was “their 
only beacon of hope.’’ 

Among the speakers were ‘the Rev. 
Norman W. Thomas, Mrs. Henry Vil- 
lard, Dr. Jessie Hughes, Bertha Moley, 
representing the Socialist Party; Alex- 
ander Conn, and .Mary Wright Sewall. 
Senator Stone assured the delegation that 
the President and Congress would do all 
in their power to preserve peace. ‘In 
your desire to keep the nation out of 
war,” he said, ‘I am in very profound 
sympathy, and I hope and trust that 
nothing may arise which would seem to 
make any hostilities inevitable. Congress 
will go its best to keep the United States 
at peace.’ 

There were between 200 and 300 per- 
sons in the delegation which marched 
to the Capitol. hey had with them a 
banner, borne by Mrs. . Sergeant 
Cram, which bore the’ motto: “* Peace 
or war? Consult the people.’’, Mrs.

Many messages have been received by 
memters of Congress urging plans tv 
prevent war. These messages on the 
whole have probably been nowhere near 
as numerous as those which reached 
here in previous international emer- 
gencies. 

Some members who on former occa- 
sions have received quantities of mes- 
sages are now getting hardly any, while 
other Congressmen are receiving large 
numbers. Most of them. appear to be 
peraanel, messages, since they do nét 

llow a’ &tereotyped} form,.although in 
the ‘last. two days there have been many 
demand'ng a referendum which bear 
the earmarks of the former propaganda 
suspected of being inspired by German 
influences. As a rule, however, mem- 
bers of Congress believe that most. of 
the individual telegrams and letters 
now coming in represent real feeling 
and sincerity. 


OSWALD VILLARD EXPLAINS, 


Sons May Sult Themselves About 
Fighting When They Are of Age. 


Oswald Garrison Villard defined his 
attitude with regard to universal service 
yesterday in explanation of a séport of 
his speech in the Brownsville Forum on 
Sunday night, in which he was quoted 
as saying that neither of his two sons 
would ever serve the country as soldiers 
in awar. Mr. Villard asserted that what 
he said was that he would never consent 
to have his sons serve before they be- 
came of age. After that,\he said, they 
would be free to do as they wished. 

“The difference between ¢ompulsory 
jury duty and compulsory ‘taxes,’ he 
added, ‘‘ which are sometimes compared 
to compulsory military service, is that 
the moral law, ‘ Thou shalt not kill,’ is 
at stake.

Admiral FisKE made one good ‘point 
in his speech at the.

AMBASSADOR FLETCHER’S TASK. 

To Mr. HENRY P. FLETCHER, depart- 
ing on his journey to Mexico City, 
where he will take up his duties as 
Ambassador of the United States, his, 
fellow-citizens will wish godspeed. He 
will ‘be the first occupant of the Am- 
bassadorship to Mexico-in nearly four 
years. Of late, we have not even had a 
Chargé d’Affaires in that country, but 
only a couple of clerks. Mr. FLETCH- 
ER’s assumption of the duties to which 
he was appointed some months ago in- 
dicates the belief of the Administration 
at Washington that the time is ripe 
for the recognition. of the Carranza 
Government, (whether it is centred at 
Queretaro or Mexico City,) as a Gov- 
ernment de jure. Coincident with Mr. 
F'LETCHER’s departure for Mexico is the 
appointment of Mr. IGNACIO BONILLA, 
who was educated in Boston and has 
married an American woman, as Am- 
bassador of Mexico in Washington. 

The outlook in the neighboring re- 
public has changed somewhat for ‘tthe 
better of late, on the surface, at least. 
We still hear of the depredations of the 
Villistas and their threatened occupa- 
tion of all Northern Chihuahua, but 
there is no doubt that order has been 
restored in other parts of the country. 
A date, only a month ahead, has been 
fixed for the general elections and the 
revision of the Constitution of JUAREZ 
according to the creed of CARRANZA has 
been finished. 

There is as yet, we believe, no. copy 
of this Constitution in the United 
States. There is no English transla- 
tion of the complete document extant. 
Until it has been thoroughly read and 
its various provisions are clearly com- 
prehended, it may not fairly be con- 
demned as a destructive document 
which must, eventually, impair the re- 
lations of Mexico with various nations 
hitherto friendly with her, whose citi- 
zens have been materially helpful in 
her progress. An impression has gone 
abroad. that some of the provisions 
point the way to repudiation and con- 
fiscation, but this impression may yet 
be corrected. It is announced that the 
Mexican decree providin® for the con- 
fiscation of all mines which are not 
opened Feb. 14 has been suspended at 
the request of the United States Gov- 
ernment. Manifestly, after a period of 
revolution, closed mines cannot be 
opened and put in working order in the 
twinkling of an eye. This decree was 
openly a confiscatory measure. ‘There 
are provisions in the Constitution 
which have the same appearance. 
Ambassador FLETCHER, therefore, is| 
taking up a difficult and extremely 
delicate task. He has had ample 
perience, he goes to his work with the 
confidence and best wishes of his fel- 
low-countrymen.

This advice is being given liberally 
from many quarters, and it is good 
advice. 

At the same time, the surface of 
events does not show that the Amer- 
ican people are much in need of it. 
They are keeping ‘their heads and 
guarding their tongues. They are not 
pestering the President with unin- 
formed suggestions, nor are they 
stirring up ill feeling by bellicose lan- 
|guage about those who do not agree 
with them.’ They are not indulging 
in silly displays of cheap animosity 
toward Germany or Germans. Where 
are the common eruptions of other 
times when the nation seemed on ‘the 
verge of war with some country? 
Where are the stump speakers with 
their appeals to passian, where the 
impromptu parades of noisy patri- 
otism? Where are the jingoes, bel- 
lowing for instant war at any cost? 
The nation is keeping its head in a 
most commendable fashion, and the 
last thing it seems to need is good 
advice about being cool and re- 
strained. 

The only exceptions are the pacifists. 
They seem to need this kind of advice 
and to. need it badly. Just why such 
advice should be addressed only to 
those who believe in upholding the 
dignity and honor of the United States, 
and not at all to those who believe in 
maintaining peace at any cost of dig- 
nity and honor, we are unable to un- 
derstand. The pacifists have no com- 
punctions about embarrassing the 
Presidént; on the contrary, they are 
openly doing everything they can to 
bring préssure upon both him and 
Congress. They are not moderate in 
their speech nor careful about agsail- 
ing their fellow-citizens who differ 
with them. Their language is violent 
and. their actions domineering. The 
advice which is being given so lavish- 
ly to the American people in general 
is timely and proper advice, but until 
the rest of the American people show 
some signs of excitability and passion 
it should be restricted to that smal! 
element which urgently heeds ‘it.

The difficulty of attaining even this 
degree of accuracy, in throwing a missile 
from\an airplahe moving at least forty 
or fifty miles an hour at a mark itself 
in 1@s but still rapid motion, must be 
very great, but presumably ‘it could -be 
overcome with sufficient practice, and of 
that, ‘unfortunately, the British aviators 
can now have a large amount. That 
they can see from high in air a sub- 
marine submersed «xt a, considerable 
depth seems to be a fact. At any rate, it 
is asserted by many who have had op- 
portunity to test the possibility, but as 
yet, so far ag can be recalled, no pub- 
lic demonstration of it has been made, 
and the attainment of this particular 
sort of. skill does not seem to be a part 
of regular aviation training. It should 
be, if the thing can be done, and here 
not less than abroad, for the daily record 
of mercH#antmen sunk is a warning that 
should be heeded. 

Theré' would be a sort of poetic justice 
if the airplane turns out to be the pre- 
destined conqueror of the most dreaded 
of modern instruments of war. Both air- 
plane and submarine, as it happens, are 
American inventions, and, it would not 
be seemly for us to lag behind the na- 
tions that borreawed them from us in de- 
veloping the potentialities: of the more 
reputable one of the pair. Each, indeed, 
can be, and has been, used for the per- 
formance of deeds more like assassina- 
tion than even war approves, but the 
flying machine has at least the merit of 
high adaptability for the yses of peace, 
while only Captain. Nemo has as yet 
found any large amount of innocent 
ployment for the submersible.

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A BREAK WITHOUT WAR. 


Our ‘Trouble with France in Presi- 
dent Jackson’s Time. 

Charles O'Sullivan in The Evening Post. . 

An incident during President Jack- 
son’s Administration is the best proof 
that the breaking of diplomatic relatiqns 
between two countries is not necessarily 
followed by war. : 

American commerce had suffered se- 
verely from the enforcement of the Ber- 
lin and Milan Decrees, issued by Napo-/ 
leon, and when peace was finally de- 
clared in Europe in 1815, this Govern- 
ment at once sought monetary com- 
pensation for the damages. done its 
eitizens. While the French Goveérn- 
ment readily admitted the justice of the 
claim, it séemed in no hurry to pay it, 
and the. negotiations dragged along un- 
til President Jackson referred to the 
subject with unusual Karshness ih his 
first annual: message to Congress. 

“The claims of our citizens,” said the 
President,. ‘‘ for depredations upon their 
property long since committed, under the 
authority, and,-in. many instances,, by 
éxpress direcfion, of the then existing 
Government of Fran@e, remain -un- 
satisfied, and, must, therefore, continue 
to furnish. a subject of unpleasant dis- 
cussion, and possible collision, between 
the two Governments.”’ 

Some of the French statesmen resented 
these words. as’ @ ‘’ menace,”’. but King 
Louis Philippe; who had never forgotten 
the welcome given him in Amérita_when 
he was an exile from France, entered | 8©4 
into a-treaty of indemnity with ‘William 
C. Rives, the. American, Minister at his 
Court, binding the: French Government 
to pay to the United States the sum of 
$5,000,000 in six annual installments. In 
due course this treaty was ratified in 
Washington, and, the affair being sup- 
posed to be settled; Mr. Rives returned 
to his home in Virginia, and Congress 
passed a law authorizing. the. appoint- 
ment of three Commissioners to dis- 
tribute the money amon. the various 
claimants. 

When the first installment became due, 
in February, 1833; payment was. refused 
by the French Government, on the 
ground. that the money had not been 
appropriated by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, as required by law. President Jack- 
son was naturally disgusted at what he 
considered an act of perfidy. Edward 
Livingston, resigned as Secretary of 
State and accepted the appointment. of 
Minister to France. No better choice 
could have been made. In his long serv- 
ice in the House, the Senate, and the 
Cabinet. Livingston had acquired a rare 
knowledge of men and affairs, while, as 
the author of the celebrated: ‘“ System of 
Penal Law,” his name was known and 
honored throughout Europe. 

King Louis Philippe was really anxious 
for Livingston to succeed in his mission, 
and when, at the next session of the 
Chambers, the bill ‘Appropriating ‘the 
money due the United States was lost 
by a.small majority, he went out. of his 
way to hint to-the American Minister 
that President Jackson would do well to 
touch on the matter in his next message 
to' Coggress. This President Jackson 
did, but not knowing the meaning Of the 
word delicacy, the message he sent Con- 
gress aroused the a people to a 
perfect fury.

A DEADLY MISSILE. 


British Officer Sank Four Ves- 
sels with Recent Invention, 
Admiral Fiske Says. 


PEARY FOR A COAST PATROL 


Pole Discoverer Tells Aeronautical 
Convention We Should Spend 
$50,000,000 a Year on Alrcraft. 


Rear Admirals Robert’ A. Peary and 
Bradley A. Fiske, U. 8. N., were the 
chief speakers at the ‘’ Congress and 
Aerial Defense Day” observed at the 
Pan American Aeronautical Exposition 
yesterday. Admiral Fiske asserted that 
the “torpedoplane”’ was one of the 
most important aerial inventions and 
would save America from invasion. Ad- 
miral Peary, who is Chairman of the 


National Coast Patrol Commission, told 
how that organization would protect 
this country. Alan R. Hawley, Presi- 
dent of the Aero Club of America, an- 
nounced at the exposition that Otto 
Praeger, Second Assistant .Postmaster 
General, had decided to _ establish 
through’ the transcontinental airplane 
race next June the first transcontinental 
aerial mail route. 

Charles R. Witteman, President of 
the Witteman-Lewis Aircraft Company, 
announced that before the closing of the 
exposition next Thursday he would 
start on a _ long-distance flight from 
the Grand Central Palace to \Chicago. 
His airplane will be ready as soon as 
the motors are installed. 

** We can only hope to catch up with 
the. other. countries of the world,” Ad- 
miral Fiske said in his address, “ by 
including in our naval program the 
most “effective new “inventions, and the 
torpedoplane, under favorable conditions, 
would make the $20,000 airplane a 
bar Ina match for a $20,000,000 battle

- That the torpedoplane will become 
an important factor in naval warfare in 
the near future many people have nv 
doubt. It is a scheme whereby the reg- 
ular Whitehead auto torpedo may / be 
launched from an airplane as worn 
as it is launched from a destreyer 
“The aviator approaches his ‘target 
ftom ii eat distance and high up in the 
air, * when say six or seven miles 
sway, "he volplanes toward the water, 
runs above the surface of the water a 
short distance, heading toward his tar- 
get and when ready simply pulls a 
lever. The action of pulling” the lever 
releases the torpedo, which is rigidly 
held under the airplane, and‘at the same 
time throws back the starting lever, 
with the result that the torpedo falls 
into the water in the same way as if 
it had been Broppes, from a destroyer. 
‘‘T received private information from 
Europe about a year o that a Lieu- 
tenant in the British Navy made four 
flights over the land into the Sea of 
Marmora in an airplane, under which a 
Whitehead torpedo. was secured, and 
sank four Turkish vessels, using four- 
teen-inch torpedoes weighing 731 pounds 
each.

Shifting Auto Factory from Long 
Island City to Kearny, N. J. 


With the commencement of opera- 
tions yesterday in the erection of the 
plant of Henry Ford at Kearny, on 
the Jersey Meadows, some definite in- 
formation as to the plans of the com- 
pany with regard to its big plant at 
Harold and Jackson Avenues, Long 
Island City, became known. The Ford 
interests own eighty acres at Kearn y. 
ang the Foundation Company of Amer- 
ica. has begun. the construction of a 
bulkhead of 1,500 feet on the Passaic 
"River and the foundations’ for a four- 
story plant facing along the bulkhead 
and extending back 200 feet. 

The Long Island City plant has a 
frontage of about 500 feet on Jackson 
Avenue, is eight stories in height, and 
contains about.

FUR TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Manipulation Declared to Have 
Hampered Business Somewhat. 


The New York Fur Auction Salcs Cor- 
poration yesterday issued the following 
report on conditions in the fur trade, 
the first since the recent New York {fur 
sale: 

“In view of the generally good con 
ditions previously in the fur trade ana 
the satisfactory close of the 1916 sea- 
son, a normal business during the raw 
fur ‘season’ was to be expected. Un- 
fortunately, however, prices on some 
articles were driven beyond the basis 
at which consumers could take their 
usual quantities. This situation was 
largely brought about by manipulation 
in the outsiae market, with a view tq 
Grawing large quantities to other sai¢s. 
The manipulation was misleading and 
caused a jon By many one aed — 
consequently, hamper us 
the entire fur trade. The New York 
sale has been free i 
The policy of the corporation is to set 
forth exact market conditions from 
time to tinre upon which shippers can 
rely -and to oifer for sale only mer- 
chandise consigned to it by others. 

‘“‘ With the market resuming more nor- 
mal conditions we anticipate better buy- 
ing and a large attendance at the March 


sale. 

The sale’ will start on March 26, and 
the last day for receiving shipments 
has been set for March ‘10. Deliveries 
of goods sold in January are being made 
now, and prompt day for the ‘sale. oc- 
curs on Thursday. 


CONSULS DID NOT ATTEND. 


Failed to Appear at Local Commerce 
‘Bureau: as Announced. 


Considerable dissatisfaction is being 
voiced in New York exporting eircles 
over the failure of certain United States 


Consuls to live up to their engagements | 


to meet business men here engaged in 
foreign trade. -Through a working ar- 
rangement entered into between the De- 
partments of State and Commerce, Con- 
suls visiting this country on leave are 
directed to visit. New York and make 
their headquarters in the local office 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, for the purpose of. furnish- 
ing manufacturers and shippers with 
first-hand information. regarding trade 
conditions and opportunities in their re- 
spective districts. 

Accordifigly the local office, after 
learning of the dates proposed by the 
Consuls for their stay in this city, sent 
out notices stating that this or that 
Consul would be in New York on a spe- 
cified date, with the further information 
that engagements might be made to in- 
terview these officials. Recently two 
Consuls scheduled to be here .in th2 
same week failed to show up. The only 
tangible evidence of one of the missing 
officials was a suitcase received at the 
bureau’s office, while the other Consul, 
while known to be registered at an up 
town hetel, failed to show up at the 
Custom House for the interviews ar- 
ranged in advance. Other Consuls here 
likewise faiied to put in an appearance. 


SAMPLES MUST PAY DUTY. 


Treasury Department Cannot Rule 
Otherwise Under the Law. 


The Treasury Department has noti- 
fied Collector Malone that, after con- 
sidering the arguments put forth by @ 
special committee of the American Im- 
porters’ Association urging a modifica- 
tion of instructions directing the assess- 
ment of duty on all samples, the depart- 
ment found itself unable to comply with 
the request. 

“The department,”’ said Assistant Sec- 
retary Peters, ‘“‘ reaffirms its decision 
of Dec. 21 that it has no legal power to 
grant the importers’ petition, as there 
is nothing in our tariff laws exempting 
merchandise of the character described 
in the dutiable Hst of the act of Oct, 3, 
1918, from duty on the ground that they 
ey not a salable or commercial 
value.’’ 

The only modification the department 
was willing to make related to mail 
packages found upon examination to 
contain samples having a dutiable value 
of less than $1. As to these, Mr. Peters 
said they might be passed without the 
igsuance of a mail entry, in the same 
manner as articles intended as gifts or 
presents are so passed and for the same 
reason, namely, that the amount col- 
lected would not equal the cost «f mek- 
ing the collection and accounting. 

It. was understood yesterday to be the 
intention of importing interests to start 
a test case before the Board of General 
Appraisers in order that the Customs 
Court might construe the tariff law as 
it relates to the dutiability or free entry 
of samples claimed to be of no commer- 
cial value. 


RESERVE SYSTEM’S GROWTH 


40 Applications for Charters Made 
by Banks with $3,555,000 Capital. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The growth 
of the Federal Reserve banking system 
is shown with some force in the com- 
parison of the number of bank charters 
applied for during January this year and 
last.@In January, 1917, the Controller 
of the Currency received forty applica- 
tions for charters for new national 
banks, with capital of $3,555,000, as com- 
pared with eighteen a in Jan- 
uary, 1916, with capital wf $1,200,000. 

In January, 1917, thirteen charters 
were granted, capital $1,005,000, as com- 

ared with nine charters granted in 

anuary, 1916, with $705,000 capital. 

In January, 1917, twenty-four national 
banks. increased their capital stock_by 
$1,875,000, against twelve banks increas- 
ing their capital in January, 1916, by 
$500,000. One bank reduced its capital 
in January, 1917, $50,000, while in the 
same month last year one bank reduced 
capital $20,000. 

Nine national banks went into volun- 
tary liquidation (exclusive of those con- 
solidating with other national banks) in 
January, 1917, their capital being $625,- 
000, as compared with thirteen banks 
ciqaidia in in January, 1916, with a capi- 
tal of $1,215,000.
